% tape player finally jsurned up and I've listened with interest £0 your conversation 
with former Dallas Police Sgt. Stavispllis. It confirms what you told me, that Surry had 
told lam that he and another policeman he should select would move Oswald at about 2 a.m. 
and the ilayor Earl Cabell and City Manager Elgin Crull ordered Curry not to do that and 
to make th move when the media could cover it. The problem is that there is no confir- 
mation an'. 1 , as you srfej, former detective Jim -^eavelle says it is a "tall story." I can 
see why with no confirmation you could not get it published. And we mai r never know whether 
it is true or a tall story. 

Some of what Ellis told you is little-known but is true, like that the two motor- 
cycle policemen on Kennedy's right saav bullets impact, also said the other two also 
did, Hargis and Martin, but I have no recollection of their being quoted on that. 

•it the sane time I doubt some of what he said. For example, it is my recolloc ion 
is that Vaughn was alone on the Main Street garage entrance when $uby is supposed to have 
enetorecl tiiat way. Sgt. Patrick ^ean was pn the other side, toward the Commerce & t. eiflrfc- 
rance. It is alos not true that Ruby could have been tipped off about the time of the 
transfer so ho could be there to shoot because in fact that transfer was more than an 
I'.our after the announced time. Which nobody knew in advance it would be. And as a 
matter of fact, XiS$K£ Ruby did just make it at that after he wired that money to the 
stripper. That was only about five minutes before he shot. That he may have entered as 
part of a TV crew may be what happened but we do not know. If Vaughn knew him he'd have 
known ho was not part of any TV crew. 

I doubt that Oswald was ever at Ruby's joint, as Ellis 'says. 

It is interesting and it makes sense that Curry would wanTthe move to be secret, but 
it lias no confirmation and when I spoke to Curry after he retired and was working for a 
bank he indicated no such thing. Nor did he to clear his name before he died. Nor does 
he seem to linvo left any record that would clear his name,, 

It also makes a kind of sense that public officials, cofifcerned about Dallas' reputa- 
tion, would have wnptnd the move to be in public, more or less what was said about Curry 
when it was said that the decision was his. But I fear there now is no way that Ellis 
can be confirmed on the Oswald move.
